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Into Life’s Work. 

D these fleeting weeks, scores of 
poe and maidens are issuing forth 
from classic halls—coming from our col- 
leges, academies, high schools, and semi- 
naries of learning, to take up in dead earn- 
est the thread of real life, and to meet the 
responsibilities that come to every toiler 
in life’s busy workshop. Happy will it be 
if they understand that their education thus 
far has been only elementary—a means, and 
not anend. The ribboned diploma framed 
and hanging upon the wall, the text books 
laid away upon the shelves to collect the 
dust, with the understanding that “the ed- 
ucation is finished,” are evidences of utter 
failare at the start, ‘The most useless 
thing in the world isa college graduate 
who “finishes” his education at gradua- 
tion. He ignores the best part of culture. 
'To the world he is a dead letter. ‘To him- 
self he at last becomes insufferable, 
because the little education he has is held 
selfishly, and becomes narrow, juiceless 
and lifeless. 

Our colleges that are giving to the youth 
an industrial education are doing a grand 
work. We find that the educated sons of 
farmers are returning to their father’s call- 
ing. It is found that brainculture and agri- 
culture should and can go together; that 
the first is as essential for the proper de- 
velopment, elevation and enjoyment of the 
last, as for any of the other trades or profes- 
sions. The boy from the college, settling 
down at the old home, should give to it 
new comforts and attractions, and in work- 
ing out the problem of life they will show 
that he has striven to keep in the line of 
the world’s progress, that he has seized 
the opportunities of bettering his intellect- 
ual as well as material condition, and to 
cultivate and refine his mind, as he culti- 
vates and enriches his broad acres. 

In all classes and conditions of life the 
educational facilities referred to are an ad- 
vantage. In spite of dismal prognastica- 
tions, there never was & period when the 
prospects of intellectual advancement in 
this country were brighter than at present. 
The ever multiplying occupations that de- 
mand prolonged special culture, incidental 
to our peculiar conditions of national life, 
are filling our schools and colleges yearly 
with vigorous minds that seek the training 
to supply them. Itis said that a college 
diploma no longer carries its old respect. 
If this be so, it is because more of the peo- 
ple are becoming educated and college 

ates have less taken for granted than 


formerly of their capacity for the world’s} +p. 


work. The influence of modern education 
on the community has been such as to in- 
form it up to a point where it can criticise 
understandingly the claims even of spec- 
jalists to consideration; and merit never 
relied less on adventitious circumstances 
than it does to-day. Yet it has never yet 
been more generally recognized that no 
talent is so valuable to society as educated 
talent, and that is sought for, while the un- 
cultured mind and unskilled hands are 
those that are waiting for ‘‘calls” that rare- 
ly come.

MAINE AGRICULTURAL NEws. Our cor- 


respondent at Rumford, J. 8. Hutchins, 
writes under date of July Ist: Hay never 


was so scarce in this vicinity as it now is. 
Those who have hay to sell realize one 
dollar a hundred for it. Spring was very 
backward and pastures were late in start- 
ing, and cattle come out rather lean asa 
general thing, on account of scarcity of 
bay and short feed. Grass winter killed, 
especially clover, and so did hops. Apple 
trees were a beautiful sight this spring, 
and now the trees hang full of little apples 
about the size of acorns. The spring has 
been so late that the crops are small but 
good color. Rather more yellow corn 
planted this year than last, and not so 
much sweet corn. Potatoes about the 
same. The beetle was very late in coming, 
and [ think they winter killed as well as 
the grass, for I haven't seen so many as 
last year. Have not seen any of the slugs 
yet, and the farmers are preparing to 
green whenever they do. Beans about the 
same as last year and are looking nicely. 
Grain crops mostly oats, looking wel), but 
Squash bugs 

vines badly. Gardens looking well. 
Beef and horses very high for all the 
scarcity of feed. Root crops small, not as 
large as it ought to be as the hay crop now 
looks.——Our correspondent at Sanford 
writes under date of July 3d: It has been 
raining here for two or three days. Grass 
has been doing well fortwo weeks; there 
will be about an average crop. Apples 
light; peach trees most all killed; pears 
light; grain good looking color, but back- 
ward; cornand potatoes the same; acreage 
of potatoes about as usual; that of Flint 
corn less on account of swéet corn for can- 
ning factory, one hundred and fifty acres; 
twenty-five acres cucumbers for pickies, 
and twenty-five acres tomatoes and several 
of squashes. The factory is nearly com- 
pleted and will do an immense business in 
putting up corn, pickles, tomatoes, berries 
of all kinds, — pears, beans, peas,
